Throughout Monday and at night British 
bomber ‘aircraft battered bridges ‘and success- 
fully blocked roads in Brabant. 

“The object of the operations was to 
harass the enemy’s deployment and communi- 
cations and to protect the advance of Allied 
troops. In spite of poor visibility and bad 
flying conditions considerable damage was 
done to the pic 8 lines of communication 
in the Dutch and Belgian battlefields areas,” 
it is added. 

“‘ Vigorous attacks were made on move 
columns along the roads in Brabant, whic 
were successfully blocked. Whitley and 
Hampden bombers used achute flares to 
assist in identifying the targets. They en- 
countered heavy A.A. fire. 

‘‘Purthér: north on the Dutch. battlefield 
important railway bridges were attacked, and 
a fire was seen to break out following a 
direct hit írom 4,000 feet.
